LECTURE BY PROF. FLINDERS PETRIE. 


‘The first of a series of lectures on Egyptian 
Art was delivered yesterday sfternoon at: 
the Continental Hotel, Cairo, by Prof. Flinders 


These tectares are given, like those of. two 
years ago, in aid of the Anglo-American 
Hospital and the Church Poor Fand. We hope 
that residents and visitors will thos help these 
institations, as well as improve their acquaint- 
ance with avsient Egypt, by attending these 
lectures, the tickets for which can be had 
separately at all the hotels. / 

The first lectare was on that period of 
Imitative Art from the XIX'h dynasty til' 
Roman times. Prof. Petrie remarked thst, 
thongh tha art of Ancient i 
levs familiar to everyone, yet it is generally 
credited with the style which is only the 
latest and least original form which it assnmed, 
Its long history is ignored,’ and only its worst 
phate is commonly recognised. The cause of 
this misunderstanding is c'esr. The latest 
buildings were those which sorvived ‘most 
completely. They attracted the attention of 
the European copyists by their preservation, 
and hence the early publications filled the 
popular view withthe great temples of the 
base epech. Then worse has followed ; for bad 
copies of this bid work have been placed be- 
fore our eyes for trade purposes, ontil the 
vilest parodies have come to be accepted as

KING'S SPEECH. 


NO SURPRISES. 


REFERENCES TO IRELAND. 


Lonvon, Februsry 19. 

The King’s Spee-h, after referring tu the 
lamented death of King Christian, says that 
“the Prince and Prinosss of Wales are visiting 
as many portions of my vast Ind‘an Empire as 
time admits. The reception afforded tham by 
all classes hss been mst gratifying to me. 
I trast that the visit wiil tend to strengthen 
among my Indian sabjects loyalty to the 
Crown and attachment to this country.” 

Relations with foreign coantries continue 
friendly. His Majesty réjoices that the war 
betweeo Roasia and Japan bas resalted in an 
honcarable peace. The Speech mentions, with 
oat comment, the conclasion of a new Anglo- 
Japanese Agreement. His Majesty earnestly 
hopes that ths negociations at Algeciras will 
be conducive to the maintenance of peace bs- 
tween all nations The Speesh records briefly 
the scoession of King Hakon and Qieen Maud 
and the appointment of reform commissioners 
in Crets. 

His Majesty trasts that the international 
financial commission will lead to salatary 
reforms in Macedonia. 

A new constjtation with responsible govern- 
ment for the Transvaal will be drawn op. This 
will delay the elections for a few months 
beyond Jaly: meanwhile no farther licenses 
for the importation of Chinese will be issaed. 
A responsible government will also be granted 
to the Orange River Colony. “My earnest, hope 
is that the grant of free institations may be 
followed’, by an increase of progperity and 
loyalty to the Empire.” © ; 

The Colonial Conference has baen postponed 
antil early in 1907. 

Imports continue to show a steady and 
accelérating increase and together with the 
growing activity in the home trade, indicate 
that the British industries. are in 8 sound 
progressive condition. The Speech calls atten- 
tion to the growing national expenditure and 
saya that Ministers are considering plans for 
improving and effecting economies in the Go- 
vernment of Ireland and for introducing therein 
means for associating the people with the 
conduct of affairs. My desire ia that the 
government of the country, in reliance of 
ordinary law, may be carried on in a spirit 
regardfal of the wishes and sentiments to the 
Trish people. 

Measures are being considered for attracting 
people to the land.

is the pose of the enthasiastio tourist. But 
whatever may be the rea! nature of ths article, 
certain stat@ments and certain omissions in it 
cannot bat provoke the most reluctant criti- 
cism. 

The suthor of the article under review states 
that the Hamborg-American Line has its little 
ateamer on the Sea of Galilee, while, he adds, 
from Semak on the southern-end of the lake 
the railway will be used for the journey to 
Damascus. Although the writer is not exactly 
in a position to jadge whether these atatements ' 
are correct or.not, yet he has it from an unig- } 
peachable authority, whose statement gains | 
strength from the fact that he has very recently 
been on the spot, that there is no steamer that | 
plies on the watera of the Sas of Galilee, while 
aa regards travelliog by rail from Semak to 
Damascas, it is well-known that the Hedjaz 
line from Dergs antil that station is not yet 
quite comp'ete, as far as psssenger traffic is-con- 
cerned, ard although the Haiffs-Deraa branch ' 
has been inaugurated aome time,this has been | 
done in anticipation to invest the event with the 
hononr of the Saltan’s anniversary,and it may, 
indeed, bo a month before the journey from 
Semak to Damascos by the Hedjaz Railway 
will be practic-ble. Indeed the ranning of the 
trains from Semak to Haiffa is now very irre- 
gular. Only a short time ago some gers 
had tried the railway between Semak Da- 
mascus and they were left, ont at some small 
halts east of the Jordan, and bad to pass the 
night in huta wherein they suffered consider- 
able hardabipa from cold and vermin. 

There are unmistakable signs in the article 
showing that ifthe author thereot is not di- 
rectly inspired by the Hamborg-American Line, 
be drawa at least’ iospiration from that groap 
of German patriots who under imperial en- 
couragement are flanoting the idesofGerma: y's 
Overrnling greatness and its conquering in- 
fluence especially in Tarkey:; And as every 
attempt on the part of Germany at ths arser 
tion of its influence abroad has in most 
cases been cnrionsly associated with a disparag- 
ing attack on British rights and feelings, the 
omissions in the article find an explanation. 
The fact is too well-known to—need more than 
mere wention, thatthe pioneer of tourist or- 
ganization in Syria and Pa'eatine is the world- 
renowned firm of Thos. Cook & Son. The 
writer, be it said from now, has not the least 
connection with or interest in that firm, but it 
seems to him, as it must seem to every right- 
minded person, so unfair. not to say ongratefal, 
thatin writing about ths mode of travelling 
that has played the most prominent rdle there- 
in should be ao slightingly overlooked. The 
author of the article goes indeed so far as to 
attribute things achieved with the assistance of 
Thos. Cook & Son. to the Hambarg-American 
Lino, when he says that the hotel at ‘Tiberias 
has been modernized and ‘enlarged by the help 
of the Hamburg-American Line. It is indead 
doubtfal whethr sach a respectable steamship 
company would care to 836 persons attributing 
to it achievaments that are not its owa. 

The anthor could have rejniced jnat ag glge- 
fully over the initial attempts of the Hambarg- 
American Line to improve the mode of 
travelling in the Ho'y Land, without overrat- 
ing so moch their importance as to seek to 
throweven the giant figore of Cookin utter 
darkvese. Ip not the Hambarg-American Line 
indebted in a way to the initiative of Cook, 
that his been the chief and we may day tha 
first factor in the development of toorism that 
forms such an important item in the revenue 
of first class steamship companies like the 
Hambnrg-American Line? Cook may have been

actual result is there to prove that the good 
that he bas, intentionally or not, caneed to the 
land is incalculable. One may without exsgger- 
ation esy that Cook has been one of the 
strongest. factors in the introduction of ci- 
vilization or—to attenuate the phrase — of 
civilized modes of life and the scoompaniment 
of & certain measore of prosperity. One has but 
to travel in Syria and in those parts not inolad- 
ed in Cook’s tourist programmes to see the enor- 
mous difference, not only in the conditions of 
travel between those parts that are troiden 
and those that are not trodden by Conk, bot 
alao in the general condition of the people and 
the country. 

I csnnot close these lines without comment 
ing upon the patronising manner in which 
Germans of imperialist tendencies look apon 
and I oe of Tarkey. They seem to regard it 
aJready as their heritage or on the highway to 
rnch a consommation ander the aegis of tho 
Kaiser. The author of the article naively de- 
clares that « considerable improvement in the 
means of transport in Paleatine and Syria has 
been noticeable since the trip of ths German 
Emperor to Jerusalem in 1893. and that ths
